Has Become Necessary to Prevent
Eroslon of Bank and Underminlng
of Bulldings at Blg Pumpling Plant.

Clty was In Lehi Suturday consulting
with W, A Kunlght regarding some
Improvemenia which the Assoointed
Canal companles will make ot the
big Jordan River pumping plant this
winter. Chlef among the Improve.
monts will be the concrete floor that
will be made In the bottom of Jordan
River immediately below the pumps
It will be about 100 feot wide und
extend down the river nearly 200
feet. Boesldes this, there will be o
retaining wall on the west bank of
the river.

The jmmense stream that pneses
through the pumps has dug a chan-
nel sixteen feet deep ln the river and
undermined the wost bank so ns to
endanger the brick bullding. To
remody this danger and prevent nny
further eroslon it will be neccssnry
to put a cement bottom in the river
where the water ls the most turbu-
lent.

In order to do this Manager Kulght
will have to bulld a coffer dam with
thousands of bags of sand to shut the
witer out while the moen are putting
in the concrete, The cement wall
that has been undermined will  be
broken up and thrown In the deep
hole. Besldes this  there will  be
many tons of cobble rock thrown In,
to be used as a base for the floor.
It will be a big Job, and furnish a lot
of employmeut for Lehl people

iFour Returned Missionaries
Arrive This Week

Mr. and Mrs, Rodney Allred Arrive
from New Zealand, Lynn Clark from
the Northwest and Willes Schow
from the Northern States.

Mr. and Mrs. Rodney Allred re-
turned this week from New Zealand,
where they spent the past three years
dolng misslonary work. They were
necompanied hy Mrs. James Allred,
who met them at San Francisco after
she had spent a month visiting reln-
tives In southern California. Mr. and
o Mra, Allred brought home two chil-
idren born to them in the South Sen
ialands,

Mr. Allred's work lay ohlefly in the
establishing and operating of an agri-
cultural college for the church on a
260-nere tract. The school was at.
tended chiefly by the young natives,
who showed an aptitude both in the
school and on the farm. As the sen-
gong are Just opposite those here, New
Zonlund s enjoylng summer and the
gchools are having thelr summer
vacation,

New Zoaland la as far south of the
equator as Utah Is north, and is only
n little larger than this state in area.
Because of ita lylng surrounded by
the sea, It has an abundance of rain-
fall, and the country is covered with
verdure and forests. Last season,
however, was an exception, and their
corops were almost a total fallur be-
cause of the drought. Sheep and wool
are tho chief articles of export,
though timber mining and farming
are growing industries,

New Zealand furnished many men
for the European war, though the
war spirit s cooling off now. One
little town, about half the wslze of
Lehl, sent nineteen young men to Eu-
rope. Recent reports showed that
vlghteen of them were killed In bat.
tle and the other one was Injured.
The German residents have all been
placed on one lsland. Of the 157
passongers that came to America on
the boat that carried the Allreds one-
third were young New Zealanders
who left thelr country to escape con-
scription.
